Bills of health issued to steamships 
Seneca for New York with 49 in crew; Korea for Manila with 281 m 
crew, 107 cabin passengers, and 369 steerage passengers; Asia for 
San Francisco with 136 in crew and 79 cabin and 284 steerage pas- 
sengers; Suveric for Seattle with 73 in crew and 2 cabin and 11 steer- 
age passengers; Hazel Dollar for San Francisco with 49 in crew, and 
bark Calcutta for San Francisco with 23 in crew. One vessel was 
disinfected.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Smith reports, January 26 
February 2 : 

Week ended January 22. Supplemental bills of health granted 
to 7 steamships. Members of crews inspected, 772 ; steerage pas- 
sengers inspected, 911; members of crews bathed, 43; steerage pas- 
sengers bathed, 87; effects of crews and steerage passengers disin- 
fected; pieces of baggage steamed 377 and of bedding 180; manifests 
viseed for 47,295 pieces of freight amounting to 4,966 tons. The 
steerage passengers were in quarantine detention at Ono before 
embarkation. Emigrants per steamship Chiyo Maru for Honolulu 
passed 42, recommended for rejection 12; for San Francisco passed 3, 
recommended for rejection 2. Per steamship Awa Maru for Seattle 
passed 27, recommended for rejection 4. The emigrants passed 
together with 8 intending passengers to Victoria were inspected and 
bathed and their effects were disinfected. They were detained 7 
days in quarantine at Ono before embarkation.
